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THE WAY; TO KOOTEN AY. 











— 


While thousands of men are waiting for the 
melting of the snows:in the American Territory 
in order to make their way to Kootenay the road 
through British territory is open and invites the 
traveller. It-seems almost unaccountable that 
people should persist in taking’ a route 80 circuit- 
ous and impracticable, when one everyway supe- | 
rior exists by the way of Hope and the Similka- | 
meen Valley, offering every facility of transit 


for the latter all the way through. And yet it is 
so. Of the ten or fifteen thousand which it is 
presumable will resort to that country during the 
present season probably less than 20 per cent. 
will avail themselves of the superior advantages 
of this route. There would appear to exist a 
sort of infatuation in favor of travelling through 
the American territory, despite the delay and 
hardships experienced by immigrants, and the | 
decimation, and, in some instances, almost total 
annihilation, of pack trains. Owing to the un- 
usual severity of the winter and consequent un- | 
wonted depth of “the snow over the Cascade 
Range our Government has incurred consider- 
able expense in opening that portion of the road 
so as to make it available for early spring traf- 
fic ; dnd yet, strange to say, it has been unused 
save by a few hundred people and perhaps less 
than halfa-dozen of pack-trains. This seeming 
anomaly is susceptible of at least partial expla- 
nation, While the people of Portland and along 





- the entire line of travel through Oregon have 


been fully alive to the importance of securing 
the tide of immigration, and have bronght into 
active requisition all those appliances which the 
wide-awake and enterprising »American under- 
stands so well, we, of British Columbia, have not 
made a single effort even to acquaint the people 
of California with the existence of a road of ‘any 
kind to Kootenay through onr own territory, In 
matters of this kind, especially when we have an 
active rival to contend with, it is an absolute ne- 
cessity that means should be used for the purpose 
of making known abroad the merits and advanta- 
ges not alone of this route to Kootenay bot as 
well the resources of the country generally, and 
the various inducements which it offers to all clas- 
ses of immigrants. To this end we have repeat- 
edly pointed out the propriety of establishing agen- 


“cies both in the old country and in California, 


through which general information respecting 
the country and directions &c. to intending emi- 
grants might be widely and systematically dis- 
seminated.. Had some such measure been adop- 
ted with respect to California this spring we ven- 
ture to say that the thousands now lying ‘at 
various points in the neighboring territory, await- 
ing the melting of the snows, and after that the 
assuaging of the swollen mountain torrents, in 
order to affect a passage to the new El Dorado 
on our southern boundary, would now be success- 
fally, and with comparative comfort and economy, 
pushing their way to the mines, if, indeed, they 
would not have reached the goal-ere this. But 
there was no one to direct the tide of immigra- 
tion in the right channel. The agents of inter- 
packers, traders and steam 
boat-owners in Oregon told them that the only 
way to reach Kootenay -was tlirough that terri- 
tory ; and as there was no one to expose the de- 
ception or point them to a better way they had 
no alternative but to accept as true what was 
uncontradicted. It is all very well to say. that 
they will be undeceived by the time they may 


‘ desire to return; but the interests of the colony 


should not be the sport pfa foreign neighbour 
who has a direct interest in misrepresenting us, 
and in divefting everything through its own 
channels. «The trifling gum that would be need- 
éd to establish an agency at San Francisco would 
be well spent money ; and now that we are 
about to enjt y direct steam communication with 
that city the necessity for an agency is setaaty | 
augmented and can no longer be ignored by bur 
Government/with -impunity. Sach an agency 
would prove ‘most useful-in many ways beside 
merely directing emigration,. provided always, 
that a judicious selection of a person to fill the 
position were made, and we sincerely hope to 
sec it established very shortly.
